The _ Economic Development 
Administration turned down 
EBALDC's first grant application， 
which stifled- progress and forced 
EBALDC to:redefine their plans. 
In August, 1977, the EDA granted 
$1.2 million to the project， With 
EDA backing EBALDC became a 
more credible organization，and 
other backers soon joined their ef- 
forts，The City .of Oakland，the 
FEord Foundation and Security 
Pacific Bank were among those 
who contributed to the $4.4 mil- 
lion total project costs.

Taiwan Athletes to Compete 
Under a New Committee Name 


In a significant move recently, the Olympics representa- 
tives from Taipei agreed to change their name from “Repu:- 
blic of China Olympics Committee”to“China - Taipei 
Olympics Committee.” With this change of committee 
name，coupled with a change of flag and song，athletes 
from Taiwan will be able to participate in the Olympic 
Games together with those from the mainland of China 
and other .nations. 

China has made clear her position in international 
gatherings: There is no oOpposition to the participation of 
people from Taiwan; but they should not represent all of 
China. 

The leaders of Taiwan have refused to accept this 
reality， until now. As a result, many nations have broken 
diplomatic relations with Taipei，and most international 
.gatherings have kept the delegations from Taipei out. 


了 the Nationalist government in Taiwan would accept - 


a change of designation，such as “China - Taiwan” or 
“China - Taipei” as in the case .of the Olympics Commit- 
tee，most international organizations would have no 
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problem in welcoming her representatives back. 

In accepting a limited designatiomn it would also settle 
a long futile debate on which regime represents China. 
We hope that this will have apositive influence on :the 


Chinese American community, and provide a better atmos- 
phere for diverse groups to engage in dialogue.

US's One-China Policy 


To 天 ast/ West: 

As an old China hand，I am 
very disturbed by our complicated 
relations with the Peoples Re- 
public of China and the Republic 
of China in Taiwan. According to 
an article publishedq February 9 in 
US Nets and World Reportb the 
prospect for unification of the 
“two Chinas” is dim， 

Presidents Nixzon and Carter 
improved ， relations with the 
mainland Chinese government， 
because they took the view that 
the “Peoples ” Republic “repre- 
sents the “one China.” In the long 
history of China，there has been 
no such thing as one China. China 
Was conquered and occupied by 
the Tartars，Huns and Mongols. 
The “Manchus conquered _ and 
ruled China for more than 360 
years， 

We should treat the current 
government on the mainland as 8a 
transitional ruler and the govern- 
ment ,on Taiwan as a second 
China，The government om the 
mainland is so .divided by 
factional disputes that another: 
civil war is a distinct possibility， 
And Taiwan isn'ta genuine demo- 
cracy with a political tradition of 
law and justice, such as the British 
parliamentary system. Both 
governments should have either a 
parliamentary System or our 
federal model to give their pople 
freedom and liberty. 


The Kuomintang sstem of Five 
Yuans: legislative， super- 
Visory， education， _ examination 
and executive, is a dictatorial plan 
that in the past _ enabled thei 
leaders to control the government 
on the mainland. It presently 
assists Chiang Ching-Kuo, the son 
of Chiang Kai-Shek， to rule the 
island of Taiwan. 

I met Dr. Sun Yat-Sen when I 
Was 17 years of age iD Hono- 
lulu. He told me that 400 million 
Chinese had been oppressed by 
500,000 Manchus for the past 360 
years，He also told me that he 
would establish a republic in 
China and that the republic 
would give the people the right of 
initiative and referendum ，

than 30 years of my life to help the 
Chinese people reorganize the 
railways， shipping， and public 
finance.

tation of the human condition . 

“At 500,000 to 1,500,000 per 
film these films must benefit 
society. This is too much money to 
waste on frivolous content 一 not 
like America. It is very important 
for us to _ serve society and- our 
audiences. By doing this 一 com- 
bining _ the educational content 
and the artistic expression， We 
hope to return to _ the 30-year 
tradition of Chinese filmmaking 
(before the Cultural Revolution)， 
and avoid the preaching antics of 
the Gang of Four, ”expPlained Tao， 

GOAL 


When asked whether or not the 
Chinese population might not just 
as soon see more frivolous or 
wholly artistic light-hearted films 
without any “lessons,”'Zhang 
Shui Hua responded in the 
negative. Because of the awesome 
pressures ”of ”foreign ”control 
suftfered by China and the many 
hardships her population has | 
suffered in the past，a_ common 
goal of saving and building China 
has emerged as 3a primary 
conceIn，even in. the arts，Zhang 
Said 

Zhang recalledq the days of 
Japanese occupation when some 
Chinese families were so destitute 
that they possessed only one pair 
of pants for the entire family. 
While inside，Ppeople would go 
naked，and the pants would be 
lent out to the person 一 male or 
female 一 who had to venture out， 
“It is itnpossible to really know 
what hunger is 让 you yourself 
have not starved,” Zhang 
explained. 

From this sense of poverty and 
self-sacrifice to build a stronger 
China has emerged a sense of art 
which aims to combine political 
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purpose with artistic expression， 
while still avoiding the Propa- 
gandistic banalities which marked 
most of the Cultural Revolution s 
produects， 

“Our films show the relation- 
ship between people，their con- 
cerns，and，now，how they were 
influenced by the Cultural Revo- 
lution. They sincerely reflect our 
thoughts and feelings， Tao 
explained. 

PROEFILE 

Many of the more recently 
produced films deal with the 
excesses of .the Cultural 


“ Revolution，One profile of the 


Cultural Revolution  _ influences 
that is particularly popular is 
“Inside and Outside the Court- 


TOom” (法 庭 内 外 ).Tao said . 
The film depicts the story of the 
son of a high cadre who，influ- 
enced by the anarchy of the 
Revolution， ”becomes 
delinquent，and drives over a girl 
who has rejected his amorous 
advances. The boy is arrested, and 
his mother wants his father to use 、 
his high position in the Party to 
influence the judges ruling. In the 
end，however，the boy receives a 
Tegular sentence without .any 
regard forthe fathers standing. 

While such harping on the 
Cultural Revolution may become 
tedious for American audiences， 
Zhang explained that for those 
who suffered, it can never become 
tedious,， “Artists and ， intell- 
ectuajls suffered the most during 
the realm of the Cang of Four. 
And so we have written and 
produced much material that 
attacks the workings of the Cang 
of Four . . . But now that much 
has beenm: written and said，we can 
no longer just say how bad they 
were. We need to produce more 
in-depth, Probing :works 让 we 
want to critize them . ，. We can 
not forget that there _ are :other 
groups of people {ip our country)

Problems with voltage fuctua- 
tion，lack of personnel trained in 


computer languages and applica- 


tions and a lack of underlying or- 
ganizational techniques which 
facilitate computer usage all hin- 
derthe use ofcomputers by China， 
Tong reported. Additionally, some 
functions are too simple to require 
computers, Such as payroll. He ad- 
vised US companiles interested in 


selling computers to China to con- 


centrate On universities Where the 
coOmputers could be used in teach- 
ing capacities. 

By educating future operators 
before buying compnuters for com- 
panies ill-prepared for_ adapting 
them，China will be much further 
ahead，Tong said，admitting that 
it"s mainly money considerations 
that are currentiy holding China 
back from buying more com- 
Puters. 

As an example ofthe lack ofpri- 
mary systems organization which 
compnuters need in order to be 


hooked into a production system,、 


Tong named mateiials redquire- 
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ment planning (MRP)，a “big 
area”for computers in the US. 

“MRP tells the company when 
to _ purchase materials based on 
order requests. For this you need 
to have a product structure 一 what 
materlials and _ components are 
needed when in the assembly proc- 
ess. But the Chinese don't even 
have such a structure. And with a 
large factory,， you can need one to 
two years just to build up such a 
structure,”Tong explained. 

By teaching their classes the 
limitations of com puters，and the 
manual basis that ls needed before 
computer automation can begin， 
Tong said the group may have 
saved the Chinese Some money- 

CHANGE 

“Many said that in the end, they 
understood computers much bet- 
ter. Some salid that they were 
going to Purchase a large com- 
puter for their company,， but after 
the seminar，they wonm't do it So 
fast, he recalled.

SAN FRANCISCO 一 Construc- 
tion on the Citys Southwest 


Ocean Outfall is scheduled to 
begin June 15th and bids for the 
Project are now being considered， 
according to _ Project Manager， 
Willy Tsai， 

The outfall, a pipeline designed 
to discharge treated sewage into 
the ocean， is part of the Waste- 
water Master Plan adopted by the 
City in 1974 to comply with the 
Federal Clean Water Act of 1972. 
“The whole nation，not only the 
City，has to _ start cleaning up 


their rivers，jlakes，and bays,” 
said Tsai， 
The Master Plan was 


necessitated because an average of 
80 raw sewage spills caused by 
excess storm water occur each 
year, To alleviate the problem,，a 
DewW Sewer System consisting of 
large box sewers will be 
constructed along the perimeter of 
the City: 
RATE 

“In general terms,”explained 
Tsai， what (the new system) w 训 
do is prevent premature discharge 
of sewage during wet weather 
periods. The box sewers can store 
Taw sewage when it rains and then 
treat it at a rate the plant can 
handqle and discharge through the 
outfall.” 

The purpose of the outfall is to 


discharge treated sewage into the 


ocean from the treatment Plant， 
Tsai explained.， Instead of the 
current System of many short 


side and the west side.

length dispersal pipes along Ocean 
Beach，the outfall is a single 
12-foot diameter “ “pipeline 
extending four and one-half miles 
into the ocean. It can discharge Up 
to 450 million gallons of treated 
sewWage a day. 

The maximum dilution factor of 
the treated sewage will be limited 
to 100 to 1 in order to reduce the 


_possibility of toxic build-up in the 


environment, Tsai said , 
The City is divided into two 
distinct sewer districts: tbhe east 


side sewage construction consists 
of the addition of three box sewers 
and the expansion of its treatment 
Plant， Tsai explained， Box sewers 
in the Marina and Embarcadero 
are already completed; only the 
box site and the 
treatment plant expansion WoOrk is 
left.， 
DIVIDED 
The entire west side Project 


includes a sewer line (the West-. 


side Transport) running two and 
one-half miles from Fulton Street 
to Sloat Boulevard along the Great 
Highway，one box sewer，a Tew 
treatment Plant Dear the San 
Francisco Zoo，and the outfall. 
Construction on ,the transport 
began in February， 

Although the Citys sewage 
system is divided in half, it is a 
combined sewage system because 
householdq sewage is mixed with 
wet weather sewage, 

“Its_ better to have a separate 
system,”Ssays Tsai, “Many _ cities 
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The east 


Use 3a Separate SewWage system. But 
we did an analysis on the City and 
found that the combined system 
worked best based on the type of 
Sewage System we have now and 
was more cost efficient,” 

“The collection boxes Perform 
the same function,”he continued， 
“and cost less.” 

The estimated cost for the 
planned sewer project is approxi- 
mately 1.6 billion dollars. 
Seventy-five percent of .the bil 


will be paid by the Federal 


government，12.5% by the State， 
and 12.5% by the City，

Thus far，two contractors have 
offered a bid to build the outfall， 
M-K Contractors， in a joint 
venture with Manson, Dillingham 
and Slattery with a bid of 
$152,005,3840， and KAR Con- 
tractors，in a joint venture with 
Kiewit，Atkinson and Raymond 


with a bid of $171,654,000. Tsai 


expects the lower bid， Which is 
much less than originally amiti-

BEIJING 一 Archeologists are 
continuing their work in the 
Xinjiang deserts along the Silk 
Route， and the  _ number of 
mummies they have unearthed 
during this century number nearly 
1,000.， Most of these mummies， 
buried in some 400 graves，have 
Peen discovered since 1959 when 
extensive “excavations for  o 记 
prospecting， water conserVa- 
tion Projects and- farmland 
reclamation begamn. 

Many of these dried corpses and 
the articles buried with them were 
recently exhibited in numerous 
cities，including Urumqi in Xin- 
jiang: Shanghai and Beijing，The 
display of two exceptionally well 
preserved mummies in Urumqi 
lastfall drew about 1,000 visitors 
a day， 

ARID 

The hot，arid climate along the 
fringes of Xinjiang's vast 工 akli- 
makan Desert mummified the 
corpses buried there without any 
assistance from the embalming 
fluids and Preservatives used by 
thegyptians, 

The Chinese mummies gener- 
ally retain one-fourth to one- 
fifth of their original weight, The 
skin is brittle and hard，and the 
air， eyes， nose， Imouth， ears， 
fingernails and toenails and even 
internal organs are Well- 
preserved. Stored and transported 
easily, the mummies must be kept 
away from wet Places or else they 
can become moldy，according to 
archeologists at ， the Xinjiang 


Museunm . 


Most of the mumnmies 


discovered so farhave been found 


in Turpan and Hami prefectures 
and Minfeng county. They repre- 
sent a Span of history from 


Primitive society dating back 
3,000 years tp to the Qing 
Dynasty 200 years ago. 


In 1973，at the east of the 
Turpan Depression on the north 
course of the Silk Route, the body 


”of General Zhang ”Xiong “was 


found, identified by a stone tablet 
with a 900-word epitaph. 

The highest ， military com- 
mander of a border state which 
was5 .conquered by the Tang 


.Dynasty and turned into an ad- 


ministrative region .in 640 AD， 
Zhang Xiong is believed to have 
died around age 50. 

SILKS 

The piles of earth covered by 
pebbles above the graves make 
them easy to spot in this area.-The 
extrerme heat of the area 一 eggs 
buried in the sand for two hours 
will cook 一 undoubtedly dried 
tbe corpses quickly，archeologists 
believe. 

Zhangs body “ was buried 
Positioned as 让 he were astride a 
horse;， and his graying ”hair， 
eyebrows and beard are still 
discernable. Some 65 jlinked 
graves of Several generations of 
Zhangs family ， were found 
mearby， ， 

Along the south course of the 
Silk” Route， in Minfeng， the 
bodies of a couple from the eastern 
Han Dynasty，1,800 years ago， 
Were found in 1959 in a” chest 
covered with 27 inches of sand. 
The chest was wrapped with a 
largely decayed blanket woven of 
woolen rope and was tied up with 
willow twigs， 

The bodies lay on a badly 
decayed knitted bljanket and were 
covered by a piece of silk from 
head to foot，A bow and four 
arrOwWS，andq two :pieces of gold 


Xinjiang'Ss Deserts 
Yield 1,000 Mummies 


The woman wore colored glass 
and coral -stone beads and a 
copper ring,， A rattan case 
containing silk thread， two 
wooden combs，an embroidered 
powder bag and a bronze mirror 
in another embroidered bag were 
beside her. 

Although the couples_ under- 
garments were badly decayed and 
discolored， the silk and satin 
clothes they wore had endured - 
well, Red, yellow and blue designs 
decorated the mans garments， 
The silks and the bronze mirror 
were Used by archeologists to 
figure the age of the mummies， 

INTACT 

The 3,000-year-old mummy re- 
cently unearthed in Hami Pre- 
feeture is the oldest mummy found 
SO far，Buried on her side，the 
woman was clothed in red，green， 
brown and black woollen fabrics 
decorated with floral and striped 
designs. Wooden utensils，pottery 
and stone artifacts were unearthed 
with her and will be used to study 
the ”origin and migration of 
nationajlities in Xinjiang. 

The corpse was purplish brown， 
and hadqd its finger and toenails 
intact. Although dishevelled， 
plaits were still distinguishable in 
the woman's golden hair, and eye- 
brows and pubic hair were still 
Visible. The eyes had not sunk, nor 
had the lips shrivelled，and tests 
showed that the internal organs 
were intact and in normal 
Positions， 

The 5,000-square-meter ceme- 
tary that .she was buried in has 
already yielded some 29 graves to 
initial -excavations. Archeol- 


ogists working there and in other 
sites along the Silk Route are
